lass, distant about 100 vards from 
tlie jail, and h anged them.

had gran ted a n e w trial to C ou dot, 
w h o w a s the o n ly one of five per­ 
sons im p licated in the murders w h o 
had been tried and con victed for 
the crime. 
C o u d o t w as informed 
again st b y the other tw o men w ho 
w ere lyn ched , and the appeal of 
liis case to the suprem e court w as 
based on the claim that there had 
not been

court gran ted him

trial, 
h old in g that the evidence in the 
•case did not w a rran t the c o n v ic ­ 
tion.
